On the Eaſt are thoſe fine Downs, which go | 
by the Name of Newmarket Heath, and 
Gogmagog Hills; and on the Weſt, towards 
Royſton, are Downs no leſs extenſive, in- 
termixed with Corn-Fields. There are few 

Counties that abound more with Corn than 
this does on the South, Eaſt, and Weſt, very 


little of it being incloſed; and, on the ſide of 
Eſer and Hertford/hire, it riſes into Hills, 


which afford a lovely Proſpect of the fruitful 
Vales below.

s 52 Miles North of London. Under the ſame 


Meridian, or a very few Minutes to the Ealt- 


ward of it was Originally a Roman Station, 


ſituate on an elevated Ground on the N. W. 
Side of the River Grant, trom whence it takes 
its Name. It is of an irregular Parallelogram- 


mic Figure, containing near 30 Acres ſurround- | 


ed on all Sides with a deep Intrenchment, 


great Part of which is yet remaining, partic u- 


larly towards the South-weſt Side, and in the 


Ground behind St. Mary Magdalen College. 
The Town was divided into 4 Parts by 2 


Streets croſſing each other at right Anglẽs, and 
dividing the four Cardinal Points of the Hea- 
vens, as was the Cuſtom of the Romans in 
building their Cities. The principal Street 
ran from S. E. to N. W. being continued 
from the Foot of Gogmagog Hills, paſſed the 


Grant by a Ford (now the Great Bridge) and 


continued thro” this Place in a ſtraight Line 


to Godmancteſter, another ſtation of the Ro- 


mans; and that which croſſed it was another 
Road which paſſed through the City from 
South-Weſt to North-Eaſt towards Eh. 
The Forum ſeems to have been on the 


South-Weſt Side of the City, being a large 
Square proper for the Purpoſe near the 
South-Weſt Gate. Though ſeveral Pieces

ven of Cambridge, Ge. 
of Roman Coin and other Antiquities have 
been found in the Neighbourhood, there are 
but little Remains of Roman Work, except 
the Intrenchments before mentioned: How- 
ever there are not wanting ſome Proofs of 
there having been Roman Buildings on this 


Spot; for the Curious in Antiquities may 
find in the Ruins of St, Peter's Church which - 


ſtands within. the South-Angle of the Roman 
Fortification, many Roman Bricks | worked 
into the wall on each Side the North Door. 
And it may be: obſerved likewiſe, that this 


Door is 34. 8 Inches wide, being exactly 3 : 


Roman Feet. But whether it is of Roman 
Work or not the Curious are left todetermine: 
Though the Bricks that are uſed about it, 


were moſt probably taken from the Remains 
of ſome Roman Buildings; and it is not im- 


probable that the Church ſtands on the Foun- 
dation of a Reman Temple. 


Within the Bounds of the 4 Town 


were formerly two Churches; one called 
All Saints, the other St. Peter's beforemen- 


tioned; The firſt is now entirely deſtroyed; 


and the latter has fallen to ruin within theſe 
few Years for want of neceſſary Repairs. 


The Caſtle, of which there are now bur few 


Remains, except the Gateway, which ſerves 
for the County-Gaol, was built ſince the Con- 
queſt. It is now almoſt ſurreunded with a 
Fortification of more modern work, raiſed bur 


the Oliverians in the civil Wars, With eng, 
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gUre. 


A Deſcription of the 


antiquity is uncertain, though probably older 
than the Roman Station. From the Top of 
this Hill is an agreeable Proſpect of the 
Town and County: for near Ay Miles 
round.

At the back of the Shire-Hall is the antient 
Town-Hall, where all the Corporation - Buſi- 
neſs is tranſacted; and at the End of the 
ſmaller Square is the Croſs, being an hand- 
ſome ſquare ſtone Pillar of the lonick Or- 


der; on the top of which is an Orb and croſs 


gon Figure, ſtands in the Front of the Town- 
Hall, incloſed with an Iron Paliſade, to which 
the Water is brought by an Aqueduct (the 
Benefaction of the celebrated Hobſon the Car- 
rier) which furniſhes the Middle of the Town 
with Water, always running through ſeveral 
Pipes. The greateſt Genius could not have 
done a more grateful piece of Service to the 
Town, or have taken a more effectual Way 
to perpetuate his Memory, than this plain 
honeſt Man has done, by erecting this Aque-

Country: Firing is cheap; ; Coals from Se- 
ven- pence to Nine- -pence a Buſhel ; Turf, or 
rather Peat, four Shillings a Thouſand 3 
Sedge, with which the Bakers heat their O- 
vens, four Shillings per hundred Sheaves. 
Thele, rogether with Offers, Reeds, and 
Ruſhes uſed in ſeveral Trades, are daily im- 
ported by the River Grant. Great Quantities 
of Oil, made of Flax-Seed, Cole-Seed, Hemp 
and other Seeds, ground or _ by the 
numerous Mills in The Ifle of Eh, are brought 
up this River alſo; and the Cakes, after the 
Oil is preſſed out, afford the Farmer an ex- 
cellent Manure to improve his Grounds. By 
the River alſo they receive 5300 or 2000 
Firkins of Butter every Week, from Norfolk 
and the Ifle of Ely, which is ſent by Wag - 
gons to London: Beſides which, great Quan- 
Ticies are made in the Neighbouring Villages, 
for the Uſe of the Univerſity and Town, and 
brought freſh to Market every Day, except 
Monday. Every Pound of this Butter is 
rolled, and drawn out to a Vard in Length, 
about the Bigneſs of a Walking: Cane; which

The River Grant, (and not the Cam, as it River. 


is generally called) on which Cambridge ſtands, 


is formed of two principal Heads; one riſing 


near Aſbwell in Hertfordſhire, the other near 
Henbam and Newport in Eſſex, called the Rea, 
which paſſing by Chefterford, there takes the 
Name of Cam. Theſe Rivers being joined 


in their Way by ſeveral ſmall Rivulets, and 
running their Waters in the Grant, about four 
Miles above Cambridge, are made navigable 


at the Town of Cambridge, by Locks and 
Sluices, from thence paſs to Ely, and taking 


the Name of Ouſe, fall into the Sea at 


Lynn.

Before theſe Colleges were erected, the 
Students of both Univerſities hired their Halls 
or Hotels, for their Exerciſes and Diſputati- 
ons, of the Townſmen, and lodged or 
boarded in the Townſmens Houſes ; for both 
Oxford and Cambridge were Univerſities long 
before they were poſſeſſed of any Colleges or 
Falls in their own Right. Theſe were pro- 
bably the Seats of Learning ſoon after the 
Eſlabliſhment of the Chriſtian Religion in 
the Iſland, in the fourth Century, by Con- 
ſtantine the Great; but deſtroyed by the Infi- 
del Saxons, and afterwards by the Danes, and 
lay in Ruins many Years; and, tho' King 
Alfred be filed the Reſtorer of Learning, 
there does not appear to have been any Col- 
lege erected until the Reign of Henry III. of 
which theſe four above-mentioned were the 
firſt, and founded fo near the ſame time, 
that it is not worth while to contend about 
their Antiquity.

COLLEGE of GONVIL and CAlUs. 


Gonvil and Caius, uſually called Keys Col- 
lege, is ſituate in the Middle of the Town, 
North of the Senate-Houſe, conſiſting of 
three neat Courts, in which there are two 
remarkable Gates: One of them, in the 
Middle of the College, by which two of the 
Courts have a Communication, is eſteemed a 
fine Piece of Architecture: On this there are 


two Inſcriptions; the one whereof denomi-

nates it, The Gate of Virtue, and the other, 
The Gate of Wiſdom : Another Gate opens to- 
wards the Schools, in which are ſeen the fol- 


lowing Orders of Architecture; VIZ. Doric, 


Tonic, "and the Corinthian. 
The Chapel is not large, but juſtly ad- 
mired for its Beauty: It is elegantly fitted up 


with Seats and Waialcotting of Norway Oak, 


neatly 
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neatly ornamented with carved Work ; at the 
Eaſt End is a neat Altar with a good Painting, 
repreſenting the Annunciation of the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary, after Carlo Maratti; at the 
Weſt on each Side the Entrance are hand- 
ſome Seats for the Maſter and Prefident, 
and over them a ſpacious Gallery for the 
Maſter's Family. 

The Hall is a well-proportioned Room, Hall. 
39 Feet long, and 21 broad: the Combina- Combi- 
tion Room is an exceeding good one, well nation- 
furniſhed and adorned. This opens into the 
Library, provided with valuable Books and Library. 
Manulcripts ; particularly Hiſtory, Heraldry, 
and Pedigrees. _ 

The principal Court of this College has been 
partly rebuilt, and the reſt caſed with Stone, 
and ſaſhed in an elegant Manner. 

The College was built in part by Edmund Pirſt 
de Gonvile, Rector of Terrington and Ruſh- FRY 
worth in Norfolk, for whom Walter de Ma- ; £9. z. 
mey obtained a Licence or Charter of King 
Edward III. Anno 1348. to incorporate the 
ſame. Edmund began to build it where the 
Orchard and Tennis court of Bene't ſtand ; 
but dying ſoon after, left a large Som of 
Money to Dr. William Bateman, Biſhop of 
Norwich, to finiſh and endow it. The Bi- 
ſhop removed the Site, and built it near Tri- 
nity-Hall, which he himſelf had founded; 
and having endowed it with Lands and Te- 
nements, gave it the Name of Gonvil-Hall:

The Carving of the 
numerous Stalls is inimitable, as well as that 
on the Organ Gallery, where ſtill remains an 
Image of God the Father, driving the fallen 
Angels out of Heaven. The various Pieces 
of Scripture-Hiſtory, painted on the 26 ſpa- 
cious Windows, are very near intire ſtill; 

but were in ſome danger of being demoliſhed 


in the Civil Wars, when the Parliament 
Forces were in Poſſeſſion of the Chapel: But 
Cromwell ſeems to have had a particular Re-

Trinity College is ſituate between the Situation, 


High Street on the Eaſt, and the River Grunt 
on _ Weſt, having St, Fobn's College on the 
North, and Caius College on the South, and 
contains two ſpacious Quadrangles.
